|. Fragments at the Beginning of a Poetic Journey 


Turkish Voices, written during 1989/90, isinitially based on 
the Second New Turkish poet Cemal Súreya's first book of 
poetry, Üvercinka (Pigeon English), which he wrote during 
the 1950s, in his twenties.' In this book, absolutely stun- 
ning erotic passages of uncanny psychological insight, 
where a nexus between pleasure and power is revealed 
through the lyric persona of a male seducer, are mixed 
with cute refrains or half-digested surrealist lines which 
blur the text, sentimentalizing that insight by turning 
the poems into general appeals for freedom, completely 
overlooking the victimization of the female persona, who 
never speaks. I decided to see what would happen to this 
book, which I loved, if I eliminated all the passages I con- 
sidered weak from it. In the ensuing experiment, which 
lasted about a year, fragments from different poems in the 
book, sometimes ending in mid-sentence, began to be iso- 
lated and spliced together; then, a few underwent altera- 
tions; then, fragments from other Turkish poets entered 
the melee, splitting the lyric persona, opening up its unity; 
finally, poems written by me earlier joined the text. The 
result is a series of eighty-four fragments where any idea 
of ownership or originality or source - what poem, that 
is, comes from whom or where - disappears, blurring any

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boundaries. In other words, what starts with the ego and 
power-centered persona of the male seducer is dissolved, 
splintered, through a dialectic or critical confrontation 
with Súreya's resistant text, into multiple points of view, 
often of a sufferer, a victim. What one ends up with is a 
multiplicity of voices, an erotic poem which becomes its 
own critique of power. 

In retrospect, myself being completely unaware of it at 
the time, Turkish Voices turned out to be, in key aspects, a 
pivotal work in my development as a poet, a translator, and 
athinker on poetics, on the arts, and on their relationships 
across different media - a development that did not bear 
its first concrete, discernible fruit until ten years later. The 
first occurred in the approach I took in Eda: An Anthology 
of Contemporary Turkish Poetry, published in 2004, which 
I edited and in which I did most of the translations and 
wrote the majority of the essays.” Here is how my intro- 
duction to Eda, “The Idea of a Book,” starts: 


As much as a collection of translations of poems and 
essays, this book is a translation of a language. Due to 
the fortuitous convergence of historical, linguistic and 
geographic factors, in the 20th century - from the cre- 
ation of the Turkish Republic in the 1920's to the 1990's 
when Istanbul/Constantinople/Byzantium turned from 
ajewel-like city of contrasts of under a million to a city 
of twelve million - Turkey created a body of poetry 
unique in the 20th century, with its own poetics, world 
view and idiosyncratic sensibility. What is more these 
qualities are intimately related to the nature of Turkish

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as a language - its strengths and its defining limits. As 
historical changes occurred, the language in this po- 
etry responded to them, flowered, changed; but always 
remaining a continuum, a psychic essence, a dialectic 
which is an arabesque. It is this silent melody of the 
mind - the cadence of its total allure - which this col- 
lection tries to translate. While every effort has been 
made to create the individual music of each poem and 
poet, none can really be understood without respond- 
ing to the movement running through them, through 
Turkish in the 20th century. I call this essence eda, each 
poet, poem being a specific case of eda, unique stations 
in the progress of the Turkish soul, language. 


In The Task of the Translator Walter Benjamin says that 
what gives a language “translatability” is its distance 
from the host language. Eda is this distance. 


This is what my dialectical response - more a confronta- 
tion - with Cemal Süreya’s mysterious text was leading to: 
areorientation from the concept of poetry as consisting of 
individual poem-units, attached to distinct poets’ names, 
to a focus on the totality of a language. Freed from biogra- 
phy or even individual dreams, this poetry that is led and 
shaped by dynamic, impersonal forces driving its language 
- tapping its grammar/magma - will truly be the voice of 
the people that produced it. Bypassing official platitudes, 
it will be more intimately (“under the radar” so to speak) 
attuned to the cultural and political forces of the place in

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which it was imagined - its silenced voices, their “silent 
melody of the mind/soul.” 

In Eda, the poetics the Turkish anthology sets up, the 
erotic and spiritual, personal and political join in a fluid 
multi-directional continuum. Tissues of thought infuse 
the body of language - in an audio-visual space where each 
poem is part of a greater linguistic whole. 
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Il. The Broken Jar, Thoughts on Walter Benjamin's 
Idea of Translation 


In an address on Walter Benjamin and his relation to the 
American poet Jack Spicer I gave at Stevens Institute in 
1999, I describe translation as the anarchic form of our 
time: 


I want to discuss translation, not as an auxiliary ac- 
tivity in literature; but as an independent genre, like 
the lyric or the epic, with a distinct ethos and mode of 
thinking. I'll conceive of translation as the anarchic po- 
etic form of our time.* 


In that essay I imply that Benjamin's concept of pure lan- 
guage (intentio) in “The Task of the Translator” represents 
an explosive new poetic direction arrived at by re-defin- 
ing the concept of translation. Translation ceases to be a 
movement from A to B, a bridging of distance framed by 
the idea of faithfulness to an original totality, in various 
degrees always doomed to failure, words always remain- 
ing imprisoned within their modes of intention. Instead, A 
and B move to C, a space of synthesis, where meaning (a

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defined mode) is replaced by potential meaning, intentio, 
the impulse of words to crack open their modes of inten- 
tion and mutate, etching an ever flowering replica of the 
human consciousness across time and space: 


Cause and Effect, a Linguistic Play: 
the Metaphysics of a Poem 


“We think words are for us, we're for them.” 
While 


in our daily life cause precedes effect (“Nothing 
comes of nothing”), i.e., cause is the cause of effect- 
they're the same. In language a new meaning is its own 
cause (because of effect), effect imagines cause, it is the 
original cause of effect. In the mirror of language one 
experiences the world upside down, time is reversed 
(or, paralyzed, time frees itself and dissolves into air...). 
We see the future as the past. Etymologically, each word 
has infinite openings lying be-fore it. But once a direc- 
tion is taken, just at that moment language materializes 
a new meaning for that sound and instantly another 
infinity opens around the word (as if expanding waves 
around a pebble, or Basho’s frog, casting itself into the 
water). Time in language’s built by a series of instan- 
taneous transformations that while we imagine that 
the old meaning is the builder of this home, its original 
cause, a brick. Whereas what we have is endless ex- 
pansion, tracing the motions of endless soul. Whereas 
the cause is just a whim, a stirring of the wind, occur- 
ring that instant, Not Necessary. Absolutely necessary 
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in the ocean of the imagination, of which words are 
just waves, meaning is just what we can see, looking 
into the darkness of ourselves, into its infinite dangers 
and riches in which we are a momentary dream, sur- 
rounded by dreams. What we call universe, what we 
calllanguage. 


A selfie depicting oblivion surrounds the individual dream 
into which I wake.... I dream I’m wading. 7 


An etymological dictionary, depicting the movement of 
roots across languages and time, incarnating different 
modes of intention - unstable and true only for thatinstant 
of time and place - is the closest replica in words of Benja- 
min's “pure language.” Such a dictionary is, in essence, an 
anthology of “transparent translations”? among multiple 
times and languages. 


In subtle (or not so subtle) put-downs, positivists describe 
Benjamin's thoughts on “pure language” as “mystical” or 
“poetic.” Nothing can be further away from the truth. Ben- 
jamin is imagining (in terms of his “dialectical history,” 
dreaming?) a poetry of the future that integrates the revo- 
lutionary changes occurring in physics of his time with 
quantum mechanics.

In Benjamin's transparent translation, the clarity of mean- 
ing is replaced by a blur. This occurs because, Benjamin 
implies, in such translation the grammatical system of 
one language is imposed on another, creating both cha- 
otic and transformative holes (“arcades”),'in the shape of 
mismatches, tangential openings. As a result, the language 
thins, its syntactical sinews weaken, semantic relation- 
ships (and certainties) melt into jumps, echoes - cracks, 
portals (quantum holes!) through which light, i.e., the 
mind's eye, can enter and get hold of poetic language: 


a translation, instead of resembling the meaning of 
the original, must lovingly and in detail incorporate the

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original’s mode of signification [its alien syntax], thus 
making both the original and the translation recogniz- 
able as fragments of a greater language, just as frag- 
ments are part of a vessel.’

In essence, Benjamin is reversing God’s act at The Tower 
of Babel in the Old Testament. Within the Jewish context 
this is a rebellious act, insisting on bringing to the sur- 
face the light of a spiritual unity that God suppresses, does 
not permit (“Thou shalt not eat of the fruit of the tree of 
knowledge”). It is a Promethean poetic act. Paradoxical- 
ly, Benjamin's poetic vision of unity leads to a broken jar 
- flawed, open-ended, loose-fitting, rather than perfect 
and immutable. “The Task of the Translator” is a poetics

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of freedom - of anarchic break and rejuvenation - words 
thinning to their essences, in the ear and to the eye, ba- 
sically occurring in consciousness (the “objective” world 
only a subset of it), their meaning resonating in the mind 
(and in the soul). 

In “The Task of the Translator” and his later work, Ben- 
jamin opens the door to a poetics by which what has been 
by social modes of thought silenced becomes visible. And 
silence, instead of being a suppression, a lack, a state of 
abject enslavement, is ionized into a utopian vision of po- 
tentiality, psychic potency. 

Silence gains its peculiar sound in space. As a result, 
the poem assumes a new visual dimension, ideally becom- 
ing a film montage with words - which keep gaining new 
modes of intention, which remain so only for an instant, in 
dreamlike echoes in the peripheries of the mind and cos- 
mos, moving in all directions of the screen:

The poem ceases to be a signifying agent (“No poet writes 
for others,” Benjamin says). Instead, the signified as “sym- 
bolized thing” - visible sound, as transparent translation 
- penetrates the very sinews of language. 

Tangentially, in thinned filaments of language, the 
signifier gains the sanctity of an ever elusive substance, 
which Benjamin calls “the truth.”
